The wreck, and there is no hetter’f*1 
term to describ e him, b y his own 
admission. Is H enry J. Miller jr., 
son of Henry J. Miller, dean of 
the American stage, who died last 
night, in New York, of lob ar pn eu ­ 
monia. 
Miller is in jail, as a federal pris­ 
oner, 
conv icted 
on 
a 
narcotlo 
charge, for 10 months. 
“ Stranger 
In 
House” 
"It is a singular thing,” he said, 
“that on the same day that I e n ­ 
tered this Jail I receiv ed a tele­ 
gram from my father's agent to 
the effect that he would not b e 
ab le 
to 
open 
his 
new 
play, 
‘A 
Stranger in the House.’ 
W hat a 
ghastly coincidence it Is that the 
play should hav e such a name. 
I 
am 
the stranger In 
m y father’s 
house, b ut he nev er cast me out, 
despite the long 
years 
of 
my 
social disgrace. 
God 
b less 
his 
soul.” 
The senior Miller w as nearly 6 f 
years old and had b een ill for a 
week. 
His death came as a great 
surprise, as his physician, accord­ 
ing to a dispatch from New York, 
had 
reported 
yesterday 
that 
he 
was 
m uch 
improv ed. 
This 
dis­ 
patch continued: 
“Any rev iew of H enry Miller’s 
life and work will more closely re ­ 
semb le a history of the 
theater’s 
dev elopment during the last four 
decades than the account of an in­ 
div idual's achiev ement.” 
Memory Makes Him Weep 
It was the memory of this man 
that made his son weep. 
H e dried 
his eyes and recalled that scene 
of long ago when his first esca­ 
pade b rought sorrow to his father. 
Despite the efforts of young Miller 
to rehab ilitate himself, 
to throw 
off the clutches 
of 
liquor 
and 
drugs, he failed. 
The death of his 
father came to him ju st as he was 
b eginning to hope tha t the sentence 
to the O range county jail would 
prov ide a m eans for him to b ecome 
a m an again. 
"My father has not written to 
me for a great m any years.” H enry 
Miller jr., 
continued. 
“But 
he 
nev er lost interest in me. 
His r e ­ 
m ittance reached me ev ery month, 
as regular as clockwork. 
Once he 
told me that he felt like turning 
on the gas for b eing responsib le 
for m y coming into the world. 
“Because of the remorse tha t I 
b rought him I decided to kill m y­ 
self.

B ut I failed 
and here I am In jail.

sat up on hlH cot to speak to a 
reporter. 
He Is a m em b er of the 
Chicago Press club , his nam e ha v ­ 
ing b een proposed b y Opie Reed. 
H e tried acting. 
H e w ent on the

Sometimes Inherited genius 
would grasp him, he would show 
a flash of

ler In the histrionic world, b ut then 
the old hab its would come upon 
him and he would lose his Job .

H a rry D. Riley , p resident of the 
association, rep orted th at his ef­ 
forts to secure financial aid from 
the county had m et w ith little r e ­ 
sp onse. 
H e intim ated th at ho was 
not p leased w ith the recep tion a c ­ 
corded him by the sup ervisors. 
H e 
added th a t two m em bers 
of 
the 
board w ere not only interested in 
the w ork carried on by the associa­ 
tion, b ut were willing to vote 
a 
small ap p rop riation for its sup p ort. 
No Action Tak en 
Inq uiries m ade a t the m eeting r e ­ 
vealed th at no action has been ta k ­ 
en by the sup ervisors on the req uest 
of the association. 
In order to arouse m ore interest 
in the work of the association, it 
w as suggested th a t the sam e be 
brought to the attention of differ­ 
ent

SACRAMENTO, 
Ap ril 
10.—-Tha 
sp eed demon death toll in C alifor­ 
nia w as greater than ever before 
during last y ear, when 148 4 men, 
women and children lost their lives 
in automobile accidents, as com ­ 
p ared with 1364 in the p receding 12 
months, it was announced today 
by L. E. R o b s, director of the state 
bureau of vital statistics, in his 
official y early statem ent on death 
totals. 
Of California’s 19 25 automobile 
deaths, Ross said th at 118 were 
caused by motor cars crashing into 
railroad trains and 37 w ere occa­ 
sioned by collisions betw een a uto­ 
mobiles and atreet cars. 
The rest 
resulted from accidents in which 
only automobiles were involved. 
A total of 202 children under 15 
y ears old were killed in a utom o­ 
bile accidents during 19 25, bringing 
the num ber of y oungsters thus siain 
o nthe highway s up to 424 in the 
last two y ears. 
The state's death total from all 
causes w as 56,7 07 for the y ear, a 
sllglu decrease as com p ared with 
56,7 57 in 1924, Ross announced. 
Violent deaths for the last y ear 
aggregated 
5667 , 
of 
which 
1109 
were suicides. 
M urders averaged 
nearly one a day , homicides for the 
y ear totaling 323. 
The p eak of the 19 25 deaths came 
in Ja nua ry when 5446 w^ere re ­ 
p orted from all causes. 
There were 
fewer deaths in Sep tem ber than any 
other month, the rep ort showing 
4063.
